Resolution. 

County of Roscommon, Summer Assizes, 1875. 

Proposed by Captain E. R. King Harman; seconded by Thomas Y. L. Kirk- 
wood, Esq., 

Resolved , — That we, the Grand Jury of the County of Roscommon, wish to 
lay the following statements before the Chief Secretary for Ireland : — 

At the Summer Assizes, 1874, the Grand Jury appointed Dr. Cameron to be 
analyst for the county ; and at the Spring Assizes, 1875, it was resolved that 
the officers of constabulary, acting as inspectors of weights and measures, should 
be directed to search for, seize and submit for analysis, samples of adulterated 
liquors, in conformity with the Act 35 & 36 Viet, c. 74, s. 6. 

The County Inspector was summoned before the Grand Jury, and given 
directions in accordance with the Resolution. At this Summer Assizes the 
accompanying documents were laid before the Grand Jury by the County 
Inspector. 

The Grand Jury refrains from any comment on the order of the Inspector 
General of Constabulary, but would feel obliged by receiving the opinion of the 
Chief Secretary thereon.
